Ap= 
parently the request wae granted, because the 2 Military District alone the . 
south Hwangtung coast has been renamed the 2 Defenee District. 


2. On 4 June the tetal number of troove stationed in the 1 Defense District was 
250,000, including 17 infantry divisions, 4 artillery regiments, 1 varatroop 
reginent, 6 infantry regiments, 1 artillery regiment, 1 independent railway 
battalion, 1 mechanized battalion and 1 engineering battalion of the Kwangtung- 
Kvangsi Column. 


3- In early June troops of the 40 and 42 Armies arrived on Lingting, Tase and 
Wanshan Islands, in south Kwangtung. 


4, In early June large slements of the 130 Division, 44 Army, were in the Shenchtuan 
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Hulyang (1126, 23-05) area moved to the Chiacan (116«37, 23=l12)=Swatow area, 
Garrison duties of the Paoan~Hutyang area were taken over by elements of the 42 
Army, which arrived there from Yorea vin Manleow.

In early June sone elements of the 4 Feld Army from Korea were being reorganized 
in the Chungshan (113-36, 22-22) aren. 


In early June aporoxinately 6,700 young men in Xvans tung were forcibly recrut ted 
oy Kwangtung ‘akthori ties; they ave intended as replacements for units of the 4 
Field Army now in Rvangtong. 


In early Jue amFoxinately 5,000 civilian laborers were recruited 4n all vartg 
of Jainan Island and were sent to Lotung (109-10, 18-54), ostensibly to work on 
farme near Lotung#, but actually to helb bhild defenses in that aren. Reeruits 
ava required to trlke enough of their own rice rations te Lotung for three months, 


after which they are scheduled to return to the area where they were recruited. 


In mideJune all workers in Syatow were cohnelled by the Chinese Communist 
authorities to contrivute one day's salery dach month to defray the excenses of 
the construction of military defenses in that area. Also they must assist wi thout 
pay in construction of these defenses each month. - 


The $3 Army, under the command of CHa Mingejen, fornerly stationed in the 
Rueilin-lduchou areas, : left for North Chiha in early May.” By early June 
there were no regular wnits of the & Field Army in these areas,
